The good hymn need not, of course, be 
poetry, and very rarely is; but it must be 
written in simple words of plain mean- 
ing, it must have a good tune that people 
can sing, it must be religious, it must 
inspire and elevate, and it touches great- 

ness when it is Seriptural too. In all 
these essential things the hymns of Isaac 
Watts have stood the test of time, and it 
is wholly good to turn aside from the 


ordinary occupations of the day for a 


moment, to reflect with pride and thank- 
fulness on the life and work of a great 
and noble man. 

His memorial is in the Abbey and, 
fittingly enough, John and Charles 
Wesley are by his side; but his lasting 
memorial is surely in the hearts of 
ordinary men and women the world over, 
for whom he found the means to express 
their deepest feelings in moments of 
personal joy or sorrow, or in those great 
moments of national feeling when we are 
all one.
